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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Madame  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1957. 

There  was  a  slight  reduction  in  total  numbers  of  medical 
inspections  carried  out  from  9,384  in  1956  to  9,273  in  1957. 
Parents  attended  the  periodic  inspections  of  their  children 
in  73%  of  cases.  The  general  condition  of  the  children  as 
found  at  the  inspections  was  unsatisfactory  in  1.1%  of  the 
total  as  compared  with  2.7%  in  1956. 

It  was  a  satisfactory  year  for  the  dental  service,  there 
being  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  and  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  treated.  In 
spite  of  the  larger  figures,  the  appalling  incidence  of  dental 
disease  in  children  is  such  that  only  a  small  proportion  can 
be  effectively  dealt  with;  various  preventive  measures 
coupled  with  dental  health  education  appear  to  be  the  only 
answer  to  the  problem,  although  with  the  present  available 
resources  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  these  can  be  instituted 
effectively. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  a  further  fall  in  the  number  of 
unclean  children.  In  the  second  half  of  the  year  the 
figure  was  3.3 %>,  the  lowest  since  the  present  system  of 
cleanliness  inspections  was  introduced  in  1947  when  the 
incidence  was  22.9%. 

The  programme  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  again  carried 
out  and  861  thirteen  year-old  pupils  were  successfully 
vaccinated. 

The  Authority’s  speech  therapist,  Mrs.  I.  M.  Salkeld 
retired  in  April,  1957  and  her  outstanding  v/ork  in  this  field 
over  many  years  established  a  service  of  the  highest 
standard.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  qualified  speech  therapists 
it  was  found  impossible  to  fill  this  vacancy  and  consequently 
no  speech  therapy  facilities  have  been  available  during  the 
year. 
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There  was  no  increase  in  the  overall  total  of  handicapped 
children,  but  as  it  was  possible  for  the  medical  staff  to 
examine  a  larger  number  of  pupils  referred  for  ascertain¬ 
ment,  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  found  to 
be  educationally  sub-normal.  This  resulted  in  more  children 
being  transferred  to  St.  Stephen’s  Special  School.  In 
addition  the  names  of  26  pupils  were  referred  to  the  local 
health  authority  as  ineducable,  compared  with  14  in  1956. 

Forty  children  (28  in  1956)  were  referred  to  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  in  Sunderland  during  the  year  and  this 
increase  reflects  the  greater  use  made  of  this  facility  by  the 
Juvenile  Court.  All  told,  23  children  are  now  ascertained 
as  maladjusted. 

I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  lack  of  comprehensive 
training  and  advisory  facilities  in  the  Region  for  pre-school 
children  ascertained  as  deaf.  This  problem  becomes  more 
urgent  as  methods  of  ascertainment  for  very  young  children 
are  increasingly  used. 

Two  events  during  the  year  had  pronounced  effects  on 
the  school  absence  rate.  The  first  was  a  measles  epidemic 
the  peak  of  which  occurred  in  February  and  which  chiefly 
affected  infant  schools.  In  all,  1,150  school  children  were 
notified  and  no  fatal  cases  occurred,  the  disease  being 
characteristically  mild.  The  control  measures  as  far  as  the 
schools  were  concerned,  aimed  chiefly  at  the  exclusion  of 
children  in  the  earliest  stages  of  the  illness. 

The  second  event  was  the  epidemic  of  Asian  type  influ¬ 
enza  which  had  an  even  more  dramatic  effect  on  the  absence 
rate.  During  the  week  ending  September  13th  it  was 
noticed  that  six  schools  had  an  absence  rate  from  “colds’’ 
exceeding  10%.  The  incidence  rose  rapidly  and  two  weeks 
later  the  peak  of  the  epidemic  was  reached  with  an  overall 
absence  rate  of  36%<  for  senior  schools  and  26%  for  junior 
schools;  the  maximum  absence  for  infant  schools  was  onlv 
15%  and  rather  oddly  was  not  attained  until  two  weeks  after 
the  other  schools.  In  a  few  schools  the  absence  rate  was 
50%  or  more  and  it  was  estimated  that  at  least  5,000  school 
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children  were  affected.  In  most  cases,  the  illness  was 
typically  mild  and  lasted  several  days.  A  comparatively 
small  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  was  notified  and  one 
death  from  influenzal  pneumonia  was  reported.  As  the 
illness  was  also  fairly  widespread  in  the  community,  school 
closure  was  not  adopted  and  control  measures  included  the 
cessation  of  school  assemblies,  the  prompt  exclusion  of 
children  in  the  early  stages  of  illness  and  general  health 
advice  to  pupils. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement,  the  late 
Director  of  Education  and  his  staff,  for  their  excellent  co¬ 
operation  .  and  all  members  of  the  School  Health  Service 
staff  for  their  good  work.

Staff. 

The  establishment  of  the  School  Health  Services  consists 
of  one  whole-time  and  three  part-time  school  medical 
officers;  one  principal,  two  whole-time  and  one  part-time 
dental  surgeons;  the  equivalent  of  eight  full-time  school 
nurses;  one  school  nurse  at  the  Open  Air  School;  two  dental 
attendants  and  one  assistant  nurse. 

The  service  is  under  the  administrative  control  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  is  the  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer. 

Co-ordination. 

As  a  result  of  changes  introduced  in  1956,  three  medical 
officers  now  devote  their  time  equally  between  the  school 
health  services  and  maternity  and  child  welfare  services. 

There  have  been  no  other  changes  in  the  arrangements 
made  for  co-ordination  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports.

The  high  standard  of  nutrition  was  well  maintained 
during  the  year. 

Cleanliness  Surveys. 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  examination  and  cleans¬ 
ing  of  infested  pupils  were  given  in  detail  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  1953. 

Two  routine  surveys  were  carried  out  throughout  all 
schools  in  the  town  by  the  school  nurses.  Head  Teachers 
were  given  lists  of  children  who  required  attention  and 
cleansing  notices  to  this  effect  were  posted  to  the  parents 
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concerned.  At  the  end  of  each  survey  Head  Teachers  were 
informed  of  the  results.  The  continuing  improvement 
effected  by  this  arrangement  is  very  satisfactory. 

17,970  children  were  examined  at  the  first  survey  and 
16,559  at  the  second.  The  percentage  of  children  found  to 
be  unclean  at  these  inspections  were  4.2  and  3.3  respect¬ 
ively. 

This  compared  with  the  previous  nine  years,  is  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  shows  a  steady  decline.

The  persistent  efforts  of  those  concerned  in  the  struggle 
against  uncleanliness  has  even  bettered  last  year’s  satisfac¬ 
tory  figures,  It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  that  this  year’s 
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percentage  of  3.3%  uncleanliness  is  the  best  result  ever 
obtained  since  inspections  were  commenced  nearly  50  years 
ago;  indeed,  one  Infants’  Department  had  no  unclean 
scholars.  The  school  nurses  are  to  be  praised  for  their 
valuable  work.  We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Teaching  Staff 
for  their  constant  co-operation.

The  total  number  of  attendances  was  7,616  as  compared 
with  9.473  in  1956. 

Eye  Diseases,  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

During  the  year  208  cases  were  submitted  for  refraction 
to  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  1,171  to  other  sources.  1,329 
had  spectacles  prescribed  and  1,331  were  supplied  during 
the  year.  In  addition  33  children  had  their  squints 
corrected  by  operation  at  the  Ingham  Infirmary. 

76  children  attended  the  clinic  for  treatment  or 
observation  in  other  eye  conditions. 

Diseases  and  Defects  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 

Many  cases  were  again  dealt  with  by  Mr.  P.  McMurray, 
the  ear,  nose  and  throat  surgeon.  'He  attended  36  sessions  at 
the  school  clinic  during  the  year.  313  children  were  referred 
to  him  by  the  school  medical  officers.  These  children  made 
425  attendances  and  200  were  referred  by  the  surgeon  for 
operations  for  middle  ear  disease,  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  and  sinus  and  antrum  infections. 

In  all,  652  school  children  received  treatment  in  hospitals, 
referred  either  by  the  School  Health  service  or  by  the 
family  doctor.  In  addition,  45  children  received  other  forms 
of  treatment  for  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  at  the 
clinic. 
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Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

During  1957,  78  cases  were  referred  to  the  orthopaedic 
department  at  the  Ingham  Infirmary.  The  service  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Local  Hospital  Management  Committee.

The  total  number  of  cases  is  rather  less  than  in  previous 
years  but  again  foot  troubles  formed  the  bulk  of  the  com¬ 
plaints  requiring  the  advice  of  the  orthopaedic  surgeon. 
These  were  fortunately  in  the  early  stage  and  of  a  minor 
character  which  soon  responded  to  treatment. 

Cases  requiring  operation  and  inpatient  treatment  were 
very  few. 

The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  his  staff  including  the 
Physiotherapists,  are  indeed  performing  a  valuable  service 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  place  this  on  record. 


Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

663  children  received  treatment  at  the  clinic  as  follows:  —

Apart  from  scabies  there  was  a  decrease  generally  in  the 
incidence  of  skin  disorders  treated. 


The  number  of  scabies  is  the  largest  encountered  since 
1949.  No  case,  however,  presented  any  great  problem  and 
provided  the  patient  attended  as  instructed  at  the  clinic  for 
baths  and  local  applications  the  condition  soon  cleared  up. 
In  order  to  limit  the  possibility  of  recurrence  or  spread  of 
this  contagious  skin  affection,  it  was  important  that  the 
contacts,  usually  other  members  of  the  family,  should  also 
attend  the  clinic  for  examination  and  perhaps  treatment. 
The  co-operation  of  the  health  visitor  to  ensure  this  was  a 
valuable  help.

R.C.G.  Vaccination  of  13  year  old  scholars. 

The  results  of  B.C.G.  testing  and  vaccination  are  given  in 
the  sub-joined  table,  together  with  a  comparison  of  the 
figures  for  1956. 

It  must  be  emphasised  that  this  is  probably  the  only 
opportunity  most  of  the  children  will  ever  have  of  being 
protected  from  tuberculosis  and  certainly  the  period  when 
the  greatest  number  are  eligible.  Such  protection  will  carry 
them  over  the  years  of  their  lives  when  they  are  most 
susceptible.

The  increasing  high  percentage  of  children  giving  a 
negative  re-action  76%,  is  no  doubt  due  to  improved  milk 
supplies  and  emphasises  the  necessity  of  B.C.G.  vaccination 
for  young  adolescents. 

Mass  Radiography. 

757  children  of  the  13  year  old  age  group  who  were 
‘positive’  on  testing  or  had  refused  testing  were  later  invited 
to  be  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit.  731  were 
actually  X-rayed.  Six  showed  abnormal  conditions  and 
were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic,  one  of  them  was  subse¬ 
quently  found  to  be  tuberculous. 

These  results  were  highly  satisfactory  and  should  help 
towards  the  ultimate  reduction  of  the  incidence  of  tubercul¬ 
osis  in  the  15/24  age  group  which  at  present  has  the  highest 
attack-rate — 27%  of  all  cases  notified. 

School  Contacts. 

In  addition  to  the  above  vaccinations,  scholars  who  were 
in  contact  with  cases  at  home  were  offered  vaccination  by 
the  Chest  Physician  and  the  numbers  so  vaccinated  were  as

Health  Visiting. 

The  health  visitors  paid  345  visits  to  homes  of  school 
children  to  ascertain  whether  the  necessary  treatment  was 
being  obtained.  38  visits  in  connection  with  uncleanliness, 
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445  visits  after  surgical  and  dental  treatment,  70  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  orthopaedic  cases,  396  regarding  educationally  sub¬ 
normal  children,  59  in  connection  with  child  guidance  cases. 
88  regarding  children  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  863 
follow-up  visits  on  discharge  from  hospitals. 

In  addition  176  visits  were  paid  to  the  schools  for  routine 
medical  inspections  apart  from  506  visits  to  the  schools  in 
connection  with  cleanliness  surveys. 

The  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  also  attended  503 
sessions  at  the  general  school  clinics,  18  sessions  at  the  dental 
clinics,  164  sessions  for  artificial  sunlight  treatment,  36 
sessions  for  immunisations,  34  sessions  at  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat  clinic,  38  sessions  for  B.C.G.  vaccination,  42  sessions 
for  screen-testing  of  deaf  children  and  17  sessions  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  In  addition  the 
health  visitors  attend  child  welfare  and  other  clinics. 

Ultra-Violet  Ray  Therapy. 

50  children  of  school  age  made  676  attendances  for  treat¬ 
ment  by  ultra-violet  radiation,  including  treatment  by  the 
Kromayer  Lamp.

Physical  Education. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Physical  Education 
Organisers,  Mr.  W.  Yielder  and  Miss  J.  W.  Thomson:  — 

The  routine  work  in  the  schools  has  continued  in  the 
normal  way.  In  most  schools  this  subject  takes  its  rightful 
place  on  the  Time  Table,  but  the  programme  is  temporarily 
curtailed  in  a  few  schools  where  the  school  hall  is  required 
for  use  as  a  classroom.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  present 
method  of  presentation  has  a  greater  appeal  to  practically 
all  children,  especially  to  those  children  who  are  not  natural 
gymnasts  or  athletes. 

The  completion  of  two  new  schools,  Biddick  Hall  Junior 
and  Cleadon  Park  Open-Air  Schools,  with  good  facilities  for 
Physical  Education,  was  a  welcome  addition  to  existing 
facilities.  The  provision  of  a  good  hall  with  climbing  and 
agility  apparatus  for  the  children  attending  the  Open-Air 
School  is  a  great  step  forward  and  enables  the  handicapped 
children  to  follow,  as  far  as  possible,  the  type  of  activities 
performed  by  normal  children,  which  is  in  keeping  with 
modern  medical  opinion. 
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The  games  of  both  boys  and  girls  are  reaching  a  good 
standard,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  the  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  play  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  children  and 
not  merely  in  the  few  who  play  for  the  school  teams. 

Netball  is  still  the  main  winter  game  for  the  girls  and 
many  matches  were  played  against  schools  in  the  town  and 
in  the  neighbourhood.  Three  local  netball  tournaments  are 
held  each  year  and  in  addition  most  of  the  Secondary 
Schools  enter  the  Durham  County  Schools’  Tournament. 
Two  selected  teams  played  at  West  Hartlepool  in  an  inter¬ 
town  tournament,  Stanhope  Road  County  Secondary  School 
being  the  winner  of  this  event.  Five  girls  played  on  the 
County  netball  team.  Hockey  still  lags  being  in  popularity 
but  more  schools  are  now  playing  this  game  and  one  school 
has  reached  a  very  good  standard.  The  Schools’  Football, 
Rugby,  Cricket,  Swimming  and  Athletic  Associations  con¬ 
tinued  their  valuable  voluntary  work  and  carried  out  their 
usual  programmes. 

A  most  successful  tennis  course  was  held  at  Cleadon  Park 
County  Secondary  School,  and  the  fifteen  teachers  who  took 
part  learned  a  great  deal  about  class  coaching  methods.  A 
special  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  standard  of 
tennis  in  the  schools  as  it  is  of  great  carry-over  value. 

Several  of  the  Secondary  Schools  have  started  Badmin¬ 
ton  clubs  for  the  older  children. 

Outstanding  results  were  again  achieved  in  swimming  and 
life  saving  during  the  year.  The  schools  once  again  were 
awarded  a  National  Life  Saving  Trophy,  the  boys  winning 
the  John  V.  Hudson  trophy  which  they  won  in  1950,  1952 
and  1955.  This  trophy,  which  cannot  be  won  for  two  years 
in  succession,  is  awarded  on  the  number  of  Bronze  Crosses 
and  Bars  gained  during  the  year.  The  boys  and  girls  were 
also  placed  third  in  the  Primary  and  Modern  Secondary 
Schools  National  Shield,  and  fifth  in  the  King  Edward  VII 
Cup.  Locally  the  schools  won  the  William  Henry  Cup  (1949) 
of  the  Northumberland  and  Durham  branch  of  the  Royal 
Life  Saving  Society  for  -the  fifth  successive  year.  This  is 
awarded  to  the  Association  gaining  the  highest  total  of 
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awards  of  all  classes,  and  by  gaining  a  total  of  948  awards 
the  schools  set  up  a  new  record  for  the  Northumberland  and 
Durham  branch.  The  great  improvement  in  the  swimming 
of  the  Marine  and  Technical  College  students  earned  for 
them  the  William  Henry  Cup  (1948)  which  is  awarded  to 
the  Club  showing  the  greatest  percentage  increase  in  points 
in  one  year  over  the  average  of  the  previous  two  years. 

In  addition  to  these  life  saving  awards  excellent  results 
were  achieved  in  the  teaching  of  swimming  to  school  child¬ 
ren.  During  the  year  a  total  of  1,665  Education  Authority 
certificates  were  awarded.  This  is  the  second  highest  total 
ever  gained  and  includes  948  beginners  certificates. 

Much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  enthusiasm  and  hard 
work  of  the  instructors  and  teachers  in  achieving  such 
excellent  all-round  results  in  both  national  and  local  exam¬ 
inations,  particularly  in  view  of  the  inadequate  facilities 
available  for  swimming.

HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

The  ascertainment  of  handicapped  children  has  been 
helped  by  the  records  of  Health  Visitors  of  children  under 
school  age,  returns  from  the  School  Attendance  Department 
of  all  children  removed  from  the  registers  on  account  of 
prolonged  illness  of  children  who  were  otherwise  not  in 
attendance  at  school  and  notification  from  hospitals  and 
family  doctors  of  such  children.  The  records  of  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Clinic  have  also  been  searched.  9  children 
“physically  handicapped”  are  cases  in  hospital  or  sanator¬ 
ium. 

It  is  perhaps  not  realised  that  the  ascertainment  of  handi¬ 
capped  children  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Education 
Act  is  of  untold  benefit  and  advantage  to  these  boys  and  girls 
particularly  in  later  life.  Now  that  the  system  is  in  full 
operation,  it  means  that  there  is  one  agency  which  is 
specially  concerned  with  their  health  and  educational 
problems  and  with  their  well-being  both  in  and  out  of  school. 

Some  of  the  children  have  been  receiving  education  in 
hospital  schools  by  arrangement  with  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  and  6  are  receiving  tuition  by  special  teachers  (at 
homes  of  children). 

A  number  of  delicate  children  now  attending  ordinary 
schools  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  Open  Air  School  by 
their  parents,  or  for  poor  attendance.  Some  have  refused 
Open  Air  School  education.

Child  Guidance  Treatment. 

40  children  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in 
Sunderland  during  1957.  36  were  maladjusted,  4  were 

regarded  as  educationally  sub-normal.  A  number  of  these 
cases  were  sent  by  the  Children’s  Officer,  having  been  before 
the  courts  for  stealing.  By  careful  handling  and  under¬ 
standing  of  the  child’s  grievance  and  background,  much 
can  be  achieved  to  help  him  to  overcome  his  difficulties. 
We  are  again  grateful  for  the  valuable  reports  given  by 
Dr.  Robinson,  and  the  able  assistance  of  Mass  Stirling  and 
the  staff  of  the  Sunderland  Education  Authority  Child 
Guidance  Centre. 

Nursery  Classes. 

These  children  are  accommodated  in  Harton  Infants’ 
Department.  There  are  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for 
teaching  and  medical  supervision  as  described  in  previous 
reports.

This  remarkable  saving  in  child  life  is  an  index  of  the 
efficacy  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  and  later 
the  school  health  services,  together  with  the  modern  treat¬ 
ment  of  illness  by  both  medical  practitioners  and  hospitals, 
whilst  the  reduction  of  infectious  diseases  in  childhood  also 
contributes  to  this  wonderful  achievement. 


Mental  Health  Clinic. 

Dr.  George  McCoull,  Superintendent  of  Prudhoe  and 
Monkton  Hospital  held  8  sessions  during  the  year  and  ex¬ 
amined  24  children  as  well  as  adults  and  pre-school  children, 
referred  by  the  School  Medical  Staff,  the  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  and  General  Practitioners.  These  cases  were  mental 
defectives,  and  the  low  grades  were  usually  recommended 
for  institutional  care.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the 
placing  of  these  patients  is  now  somewhat  easier. 
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During  1957,  6  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  there 
were  no  cases  on  the  waiting  list  for  an  institution  at  the 
end  of  this  year.

The  total  staff  for  the  year,  allocated  to  the  School  Health 
Service  was  the  equivalent  of  2.67  officers  as  compared  with 
1.94  in  the  previous  year.  Staff  changes  have  been  fairly 
frequent,  a  factor  which  militates  against  the  continuity  of 
the  work  of  the  Department.  Further  staff  changes  will 
occur  at  the  beginning  of  1958  with  the  resignation  of  the 
Principal  School  Dental  Officer. 

Two  dental  attendants  are  employed. 


Equipment. 

The  policy  of  progressive  replacement  of  older  equipment 
has  continued.  A  new  Sterling  dental  chair  has  been  in¬ 
stalled  in  one  of  the  surgeries,  dental  rinsing  bowls  in  the 
recovery  room,  and  a  new  Sterling  sterilizer  in  another 
surgery. 
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The  importance  of  well  equipped  surgeries  cannot  be 
over-emphasised  in  the  effort  to  attract  dental  officers  to  the 
School  Service. 

The  Clinic  has  been  completely  re-decorated  in  an 
attractive  contemporary  style. 


Inspections. 

The  total  number  of  children  inspected  during  the  year 
was  14,943  out  of  a  school  population  of  approx.  18,500.  Of 
those  children  inspected  76.4%  were  found  to  suffer  from 
dental  defects  of  some  sort  as  compared  with  about  72%  in 
1956. 

An  annual  inspection  for  each  child  is  just  not  a  practic¬ 
able  possibility  at  the  moment  but,  considering  the  staffing 
problem,  a  high  proportion  did  receive  an  inspection. 


Treatment. 

(a)  Conservative  Treatment. 

The  main  emphasis  has  been  directed  towards  the  con¬ 
servation  of  permanent  teeth  and  fewer  fillings  have  been 
inserted  in  deciduous  teeth  than  previously  It  is  regrettable 
that  the  latter  have  had  to  receive  such  scant  conservative 
treatment  but  this  is  a  necessity  when  staffing  is  short,  and 
permanent  teeth  demand  so  much  attention.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  fillings  inserted  in  permanent  teeth  in 
1957  as  compared  with  1956  was  673. 

In  round  figures  approximately  one  permanent  tooth  was 
extracted  for  five  permanent  teeth  conserved. 

(b)  Orthodontic  Treatment. 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  care  is  taken 
as  to  the  selection  of  those  cases  likely  to  benefit  from  such 
treatment.  In  spite  of  this  39  cases  were  discontinued 
during  the  year,  11.7%  of  the  total  treated.  This  figure 
seems  disappointingly  high. 
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The  advice  of  the  consultant  orthodontists  at  Newcastle 
Dental  Hospital  has  been  invaluable.  This  year  a  consult¬ 
ant  orthodontist  has  taken  up  a  new  appointment  at  the 
General  Hospital,  Sunderland,  in  connection  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board’s  new  pilot  scheme  and  this  addi¬ 
tional  help  has  been  most  welcome. 

Dental  Mechanic. 

All  prosthetic  and  orthodontic  appliances  are  supplied  by 
an  independent  mechanic.
